_JThc mulumillion dollar, building ls„ 
set to be completed Dec. 1, and will 
begin operations within a few weeks 
after that. Around 25 employees 
would be moved to the new facility 
at first, said Pat Florence, the com- 
pany's chief executive officer, but it

“W e've added. nbouLl 00_ employ^ 
ees in the last few years,” he said.

facility developers have pushed to 
build for 2 1/2 years. 

The announcement came at 
Wednesday’s groundbreaking for the 
"imermodal center,” with about 70 
people watching, standing on dusty 
ground rezoned in 1997 from prime 
agricultural to industrial use - with- 
out any specifics nbout any company 
that might move in, or any guaran- 
tees that any company would.

“It’s entirely appropriate that 
on the Fourth of July we focus on 
' the’symbol of. our. country in 
Wildlife,” said Mark Van Putten, 
president of the nonprofit 
National Wildlife Federation. 

The bald eagle’ will be the 


eighth species to recover and 
escape the endangered species 
Ust.Thc federal government is in 
die process of de-listing the pere- 
grine falcon, Fish and Wildlife 
spokeswoman Cindy Hoffman 
said Wednesday.

WASHINGTON - Citing risks 
to addicted and problem gam- 
blers, a federal commission will 
recommend a moratorium on fur- 
ther expansion of legal gambling 
in the U.S., and a bon on Internet 
gambling, in a report" to be 
released Friday. 

What might Americans think 
about this idea? Not much, 
according to a new poll. 

— Loga L gambling -in ^ 
enjoys broad public acceptance, 
reflecting the steadily increasing 
role that lotteries, casinos and 


other games of chance have 
come to play in the nation’s cul- 
ture. 

Nearly two- thirds of American 
adults approve of legal gambling, 
a Gallup poll said Wednesday. 
Three-quarters of those surveyed 
said they approve of state lotter- 
ies, while 67 percent said that 
opening a casino helps a commu- 
nity's economy. 

Many bf those who approve of 
gambling reasoned that people 
dmulri have the right to choose 
what to do with their money and 
how to enjoy their free time. 

But the poll did not represent 


an unqualified endorsement of 
gambling. Almost half of those 
polled favored maintaining the 
current level of legal gambling, 
while 22 percent favored expan- 
sion, 16 percent wanted to roll it 
back and 13 percent supported a 
gambling ban.

Some chimpanzees greedily 
slurp ants off a stick as if it were a 
wriggling lollipop, while others 
daintily pluck them, one by one, 

Somc du'mps mop their brows 
with leaves; others demurely 
raise their arms while compan- 
ions groom them. 

Some researchers now agree 
that the variety of behavior exhib- 
ited by mankind’s closest relative 
can be summed up in a single 
word; culture. 

It is the first time scientists 
have concluded that a species 
other- than humans- has-a-cul cure, 
or a way.of life based on customs 
that are learned and shared

rather than genetically pro- 
grammed. 

“The evidence is overwhelming 
that chimpanzees have a remark- 
able ability to invent new customs 
and' technologies, and they pass 
these on socially,” said primaiolo- 
, gist Frans do Waal of Emory 
University. 

The study, conducted by primo- 
tologist Andrew Whiten of the 
University of St. Andrews in 
Scotland and others, was pub- 
lished today in the journal 
Nature. 

The findings are based on an 
analysis of clump data spanning 
—five decades. 


-Jane^Goodnll, j:he.. world- 
renowned scientists who has been 


observing primates at Gombe 
Stream in Tanzania since 1960 in 
the longest-running animal behav- 
ior project, co-wrote the study. 

The research found at least 39 
customs related to chimps' tool 
use, grooming and courtship. The 
customs vary widely from group 
to group, much as they do in 
humans. The scientists said it is 
too early to tell if som e chimp cul- 
tures ore more advanced than 
others. 

“What we see in wild chimps, 
on a lesser-scale, is the sort of cul- 
tural diversity that we would see 
in traditional human societies,”..

In. nearly every region of the 
country - widi small exceptions in 
California's Channel Islands, 
some areas around Lake 
Michigan and parts of Maine - the 
eagle population is booming. The ' 
intricate recovery goals for the 
bird - put in place four years ago 
when the caglds status was 
upgraded - have almost all been 
met. 


Now, Independent Meat ships 95 percent 
of its product on trucks, but Florence said 
die new center will help die company move 
more by train.

mtermodal center developers ran into 
strong opposition from homeowners in the 


surrounding rural area, but eventually 
swayed the City Council to approve the zon- 
ing changes. 

Project developer Todd Blass said InCom 
Development Co. hopes to move other ware- 
house and manufacturing operations onto 
the 25-acre property. InCom is talking with 
smaller manufacturers with proposed facili- 
ties ranging from 10,000 to 75,000 square 
feet. Twin Falls’ Apex Container Inc. will 
operate the center, and has become a part-

The intermodal center should be operat- 
ing by Sept. 1, but inevitable issues such as 
traffic will be addressed as businesses come, 
Blass said. 

The center doesn’t directly access U.S. 
Highway 30, so the Idaho Transportation 
Department hasn’t been too involved in 
planning, said the ITD’s Devin Rigby. 

As the facility grows, though, and traffic 
numbers and projections are gathered, the 
state could work with developers, the city 
and highway district to plan upgrades to the 
intersection of 3200 East and Kimberly 
Road. 

. In the past, Rigby said similar-improve- 
ments have been funded a number ways, 
including totally by the companies involved 
or jointly by the state and local govern- 
ments.

Osama bin Laden 
plans rriore attacks/ 
U.S. agents decide 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Suspected terrorist 
Osama bin Laden is in the advanced stages of 
planning another terrorist operation, U.S. intelli- 
gence has concluded, though the tuning and loca- 
tion of the strike arc unknown. 

— -A-U.S. offidal-who spoke Wednesday on condi- 
tion of anonymity said bin Laden, who the 
United States blames as ordering last year’s 
bombings of American embassies in Kenya and 
Tanzania, is clearly planning another attajic. 
Last week, he was placed on the FBI’s 10 Most 
Wanted List of fugitives. 

Because of the difficulty of launching an opera- 
tion at targets in the United States, bin Ladirf is 
expected to focus on targets in poorer countries 
where security is weaker, intelligence offiripls 
have concluded. • 

A U.S. official said there have been indications 
in recent weeks that bin Laden has been moving 
unspecified materials that could be used in a ter- 
rorist attack, and that U.S. facilities in African 
nations, such as Ghana or Mozambique, could be 
targets. ■ 

CIA Director George Tenet said in February 
“there is not the slightest doubt" that bid Laden, 
“his worldwide allies, and his sympathizers are 
planning furtherattaefcs against” the United 
States “at any time." «■

A merican public school princi- 
pals are os nervous as 16- - . - 
year-olds facing a semester 
final. More and more of 
them are being required to 
publish annual summaries ofliow they 
and their teachers are doing. The school 
report cards, as they arc usually called, 
compare each school's test scores to state 
-and notional averages and provide data — - 
on everything from teacher qualifica- 
tions to disciplinary mishaps. 

In principle, this is not a bad idea. 
Everyone from the newest kindergarten 
. parent to the president of the United 
States agrees that schools must l>e 
accountable. Unfortunately, the report 
cards, like other government mandates 
imposed on schools, often do more to dis- 
tort than clarify what is happening in 
_ class.. . 

This is particularly true of datu on col- 
lege-level courses and tests, such as 
“Advanced Plnteiticm CAP) and 
International Baccalaureate (IB), which 
have become a vital part of high school 
currlculums. Many teachers arc using 
the demanding courses and the indepen- 
dently written and scored tests to enliv- 
en the learning process for hitherto 
marginal students. But this effort fails to 
come across because of the clumsy way 
the states require these courses and tests 
he assessed. 

The report cards usually give the per

Many students, considered unready or 
unwilling to learn, catch fire when 
exposed to a rigorous course designed to 
prepare them for a test over wltich their- 
teacher hns'no control. Teachers use tho 
daunting prospect of the test to motivate 
slackers and unify classes fractured by 
_ clique-ridden Iiigh school culture. 

Teenagers like the idea of being grad- 
ed not on the curve but on whether or 
not they meet a high national and inter- 
national standard. Distracting competi- 
tive juices evaporate. Adolescents who 
come to school for no other reason than 
. to see their friends find, to their pleased 
surprise, that they are reworded for

goal of aring the test. 

What if they flunk die test and miss 
out on college credit? The teacher can 
still give a hard-working student a pass- 
ing mark in her class, since her assess- 
ment is entirely separate from the grad- ■ 
ing of AP or IB tests. More important, 
students who have failed an AP or IB test 
usually discover that they still know 


more about the subject and are better, * 

- prepared for college than if they. had ■ ... 

never tried the course. They have gone 
one-on-one against the academic equiva- 
lent of Reggie Miller and lost, but they 
have a much clearer idea of what they 
need to get to that level. 

Under the school report card system, 
however, their school suffers for letting 
—them take that risk. A school such as — . — - 
Milibum High in affluent suburban New 
Jersey can brag about its 94 percent AP 
pass rate even as it bars dozens of eager 
and well-qualified students from taking 
Ar courses and tests- A school such as 
Hay field Secondary in Fairfax County; 1 
Va,, can welcome students into its coule- 
es and sec a heartening 14 percent 
increase in the number of AP tests last 
year, but still have to defend its 54.8 per- 
cent pass rate. 

Some states have added a slightly bet- 
ter statistic -the percentage of students 
in AP dosses. UnfortunatelyrthereTire - 
schools that create AP courses to impress 
parents but discourage the students from 
taking the tests. Their .high. percentage jif 
AP course takers is as authentic as that 
Rolcx you bought off a street cart. 

What the report cards should reveal is 
the percentage of students taking the AP 
or IB tests or the average number of tests 
per student. That kind of risk-taking dis- 
tinguishes a school. Teen-agers love

Since then, Gorbachev has 
appeared in a Pizza Hut ad, and 
Fukuyama’s thesis -call it melan- 
choly triumphalism - has seemed 
confirmed. It is that the exhaus- 
tion of ideological alternatives to 

- bourgeois-liberalism— rights- 

based, pluralist, market societies 
- presages the unification of 
mankind in agreement on tlie ‘ ’ 
fundamental aims of life. 

History, he argues, is direction- 
al, progressive and approaching 
its destination. However, the ■ 
agreed-upon aims of life arc 
banal- constitutionalism and con- 
sumerism, a world made safe by 
tamed governments and publics 
sedated by material satiation. 

This .tranquillit y will be pur- 

chased by the trivialization of 
man, who will be reduced to the 
material appetites of his animal 
nature. Yeats, in perhaps this 
century’s most quoted couplet, 
said: 

“Tlie best lack all conviction, 
while the worst arc full of pas- 
sionate intensity.” 

However, throughout history 
the best, too, have usually had 
passionate intensity, without 
which bravery and other forms of 
nobility arc unlikely. 

Ten years on, Fukuyama, now 
with George Mason University, 
has published, again in Tlie 

. National Interest. “Seco nd 

Thoughts.” He affirms the 
premise of his earlier argument. 
However, he retracts, for ominous 
reasons, his conclusion about the 
human project approaching final- 
ity. 

His premise is that two motors 
drive history. One is economic,

steam power to computer chips - 
which increasingly punishes soci- 
eties th at do not maximize, _ 
througli markets, the dispersal of 
decision-making. History’s second 
motor is what Hegel called the 
individual’s “struggle for recogni- 
tion,” meaning equal dignity as a 
moral agent, which liberal democ- 
racies affirm with a panoply of 
rights. 

In the 1990s U.S. foreign policy 
-looks like-Fukuyama’a premises — 
transmuted into policy througli 
what he calls “three interlocking 
propositions constituting a ‘demo- 
cratic syllogism.’" The proposi- 
tions are: 

First, liberal democracies 
rarely fight one another. 

Second, the correlation 
between a certain level of cco- • 
nomic development and democra- 
cy strongly suggests that econom- 
ic development is the most effica- 
cious promoter of democracy. 
Above “a level of $6,000 per capi- 
ta GDP in 1992 parity purchasing 
power," says Fukuyama, "there is . 
not a single historical instance of 
a democratic country reverting to 
authoritarianism. Spain, Portugal, 
Greece, Taiwan and South Korea 
all made their transitions to 
democracy at or near this magical 
figure.” 

Third, the best way to promote 
growth is globalization - integrat- 
ing nations into international 
trade and capital markets. 

Fukuyama says the “evolution- 
ary logic” of history, imparted by 
“the integrating forces of eco- 
jtomic modernization,” is not 
re futed by" thiTpe rsistencc of pre~ 
modem nationalisms and ethnic 
conflicts in Rwanda, Somalia and 
the Balkans, or the cultural resis- 
tance of Islamic theocracies. In 
1999, even more clearly than in 
1989, only democracy legitimizes 
a regime, and supposed alterna-

Just with the widespread use of 
Ritalin and Prozac, “a major revo- 
lution in the control of social 
behavior has been launched in 
the past decade without fanfare — 
or significant debate."

New South African president takes over for Mandela 


. PRETORIA, South Africa - 
Thabo Mbcki became South 
Africa's second post-apartheid 
president Wednesday, takings, 
over leadership of a racially 
divided country from Nelson 
Mandela with promises to 
improve the lives of millions of 

impoverished-blacks — 

Seconds after Mbcki took the 
oath in Zulu, English and 
Afrikaans, Mandela and his suc- 
cessor held hands high' ubove 


Tlie ceremony marked the first 
transfer of power in South Africa 
between two democratically 
elected -governments and 
recalled the inhumanity of 
. apartheid. It was also full of hope 
for racial harmony - exemplified 
by choirs of black and white chil- 
dren who sang together. 

— “A-wnrplane-emblazonGd'AVlth- 
the colors of South Africa’s flag 
screeched over an amphitheater 
where the ceremony was held, • 
drowning out the cheers of hun- 
dreds of dignitaries.

Tension runs high 
on Korean peninsula 

SEOUL, South Korea - U.S. 
.Navy and Air Force planes joined 
South Korean aircraft 
Wednesday in patrolling over dis- 
puted waters in the Yellow Sea, 
after a high-seas shootout sank 
one North Korean gunboat, dam- 
aged five others and may have 
killed 30 sailors.

WASHINGTON - Senate Republicans 
took a major step Wednesday toward com- 
promising with the Clinton adminisiration 
over the disposal of commercial nuclear 
waste, abandoning their demands for a 
temporary storage site in Nevada. 

Instead, legislation to keep the waste at 
nuclear reactors in 34 states, with die fed- 
eral government taking ownership of the 
waste, cleared the Senate Energy and 
Natural-Rcsources-Committee-by a 14-6- 
votc. All 11 Republican members of the 
panel voted for the measure, wliich awaits 
Senate floor action.

fully embraced the bill, it marked a possi- 
ble breakthrough in the five-year contro- 
versy over the government’s refusal to 
assume responsibility for more than 40,000 
tons of highly radioactive waste kept at 
nuclear reactors. 

Sen. Larry Craig, R-Idaho, who has 
pushed for die temporary site in past ses- 
sions, inserted amendments to require the 
federal government to maintain its commit- 
ment to the timely cleanup of federal sites 
in Idaho and the responsible storage of 
nuclear waste. The amendments would 
moke Idaho one of die first states to trans- 
port waste to a permanent national reposi- 
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tory; codify former Gov. Phil Bait's settle- 
meni agreement with the federal govern- 
ment; and ensure that spent commercial 
nuclear fuel will not be stored in the state. 

“I am tremendously pleased with the 
chairman's agreement to recognize not only 
Idaho, but our nation’s need to clean up 
and dispose of its defense generated . 
nuclear waste,” Craig said. “Time is march- 
ing on, and expected Northeast summer 
brownouts are forcing us to face" the reality .

WASHINGTON, D.C. - Idaho airports stand to 
receive $11.4 million in federal funding thanks to 
an aviation bill passed late Tuesday in die House. 

The bill would split the money between 20 Idaho 
airports, including Hailey, Twin Falls, Burley, 
Gooding and Jerome. 

“In Idaho, we depend on rural airports to get us 
where we need to go," said Rep. Mike Simpson, R- 
Bldckfoot. 

'The' 'money : 


pay in airlarc taxes should go 
back to the taxpayers in the form of improved avia- 
tion infrastructure. This bill ensures that every 
penny of the $14.3 billion in airport taxes is used 
-fonairports and not oilier programs.”— . , 

Under the legislation, the airports can use the 
money for upgrading runways, hiring a sufficient 
number of air traffic controllers and other safety 
officials, and triples the small airport fund. Also, 


the bill increases die Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion’s budget to improve the current air traffic con- 
trol system. 

, Hailey would receive $1.5 million; Twin Falls,

M-C area officials warn merchants of counterfeit money

RUFERT - While counterfeit 
notes are rarely passed in Mini- 
~Casslarderks and local merchants - 
might want to keep their eyes 
peeled anyway. 

Counterfeit bills begin showing 
up in Mini-Cassia in summer, 
Minidoka County Prosecutor Rick 
Bollor said. An influx of people 
coming in for the summer might 
be a factor. 

“We see a lot of fake bills 
around the Fourth of July,” Bollar 
said. 

In the past few years, counter- 
feit bills have circulated through- 
out Mini-Cassia. Two years ago, 
Rupert saw a flurry of fake $20 
notes, with five confiscated in the 
dry. Recently, a fdw counterfeit 
bills have popped up in Rupert. 
While most bills are noticeably 
fake, others look more authentic, 
Bollar said. 

Minidoka County Sheriff Paul 
Fries said it’s a good idea for mer- 


~ chant s todwaysbc alert - ■ 
■‘(People withlauriierfeit bills) 
pass the money over very quick- 
ly," Fries said. “They catch a busi- 
ness in the busy time when the 
-bill won’t-bc recognized until diey 

are long gone." . 

One way for businesses to 
detect fake money is to use a- 
markcr that will change color 
when applied to a counterfeit bill. 
The markers cost about $5 each 
and are a quick and easy way for 
businesses to check, said Ed 
Struchcn, owner of Ed’s Office 
Supplies in Burley. 

“Counterfeiting has been a real 
problem in the past,” Struchcn 
said. “Pve heard about a couple of 
inddents where people have run 
off when a derk pulled out o pen 
to check the bill" 

Sjruchen said his store has 
never had a problem with coun- 
terfeits, but other stores have. 
Some local businesses and banks 
have invested in the pens as a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

“We try and push businesses to 
buy the pens," Struchcn said.

The Coast Guard anchored the 
156-foot Wilderness Adventurer a 
few yards away from the rock 
and began a detailed inspection 
of its hull and fuel tanks before 
deciding whether to unload 4,300 
gallQns of fuel before moving the 
vessel to a nearby port for 
-repairs. — - — 

"That nice high tide came in 
and gave us a lot of lift and it 
.made it very easy for the tugs to 
pull it off,” said Petty Officer 
Murk Hunt, a Const Guard 
spokesman. 

The vessel ran aground 
Saturday in Dundas Bay, a scenic 
_ inlet in the southern part of tljc 
park. For the next' four days, it 
listed steeply to port while sal- . 
vage experts calculated the best 
way to pull it loose without cap- 
sizing it or rupturing its fuel 
tanks and spilling diesel fuel into 
the park’s icy waters. 

“It was certainly a moment of 
relief to a lot of people,” said Ed 
Collazzi, head of the Alaska 
Department of Environmental 
Conservation’s emergency 
response .program, said after the 
vessel was freed. 

As the tide rose, the vessel’s 
list gradually lessened from 40 
degrees to 5 1 degrees, allowing 
tugboats to pull it free easily.

The west summit was Erst climbed 
in 1935 by the famous eastern 
cli mb er Robert UnderhHL On his pio- 
neering ascent, Underhill was accom- 
panied by his wife Miriam and a 
Stanley Basin homesteader named 
Dave Williams.

Tile first is to conduct an 
in-house guide school. 

The river trip companies that 
practice this training procedure 
do -so because it attracts a large 
pool of applicants interested in 
becoming guides. 

The company trains the appli- 
cants in-house for an extended 
period of time, usually one week, 
and then hires a select few. 
Applicants must pay a fee to 
attend the school, usually 
refundable only once a candi- 
date is hired and completes an 
agreed-upon term of employ- 
ment. 

The most notable Jackson- 
based company that conducts a 
yearly guide school is Mad River 
Boat Trips. „ 

Other companies prefer to hire 

guides and then begin training. 

Without' revenue" from a guide " 
school, these companies tend to 
hire more experienced guides. 
Since guide schools generally do 
not begin instruction until col- 
lege students are on summer 
break, in mid-to-late May, com- 
panies without them lure guides 
well before guide schools start.

THE ACES ON BRIDGE®

Those of us who never go 
wrong in n two-way finessing posi- 
tion have little to gain from exam- 
ining today's correct declarer 
technique. Those who occasional- 
_ly go^ wrong should study. South ’s_ 
play. 

South takes his club ace and 
lends a trump to dummy's eight 
and East’s ace. East returns the 
club queen to knock out dummy's 
king, and South cashes a trump, 
revealing the 2-2 break. What 
next? 

South has lost the trump ace 
and is sure to lose a club trick. 
Since he has no heart loser, his 
only remaining problem is to 
avoid two diamond losers. He is 
sure to lose to the diamond ace. 
Whether he loses to the jack as 
well depends on his ability to win 
. finesses. If he. finesses against 
West, he wins; if he finesses 
against East, he loses. 

Proper technique eliminates 
the need for guesswork in dia- 
monds. After South draws 
trumps, he should cash his high 
hearts and ruff a heart, eliminat- 
ing that suit as a safe exit for the 
defenders. Then he offers his club 
loser to the defense. It doesn’t 
matter whichUcfcndcr'wins this 
trick. Whoever it is must lead a di- 
amond of offer a ruff and staff. 
This eliminates the needier a dia- 
mond guess, and the "unlucky" 
but clever players achieve the 
same result usually reserved for . 
the "lucky" ones.
